FIRE ESCAPES. 


The burning of the Newhall Hotel 
at Milwaukee repeats a warning which 
has often been given people before, 
which is, that in the event of a fire 
the elevator shaft simply becomes a 
funnel for the flames to draw through, 
and instead of being a means of es- 
cape it very soon becomes the vortex 
of the fire. All large hotels should 
be so arranged that people, in the 
event of a fire in the house, could 
reach a flight of stairs without pass- 
ing the elevator at all. 

The Salt Lake Tribune remarks that 
there should be simple directions 
posted in each room explaining to 
guests the course to take to the near 
est flight of stairs, and these precau- 
tions, together with plenty of watch- 
men and fire escapes, would prevent 
any such murders as those perpetrated 
in Milwaukee. They were no less 
than murders, but the same results 
would follow in a hundred other places 
were a fire to break out. Land has 
become so valuable in the great cities 
that hotels and tenament houses are 
run up five, six and seven stories in 
height, and to make every inch possi- 
ble available for rooms, the necessary 
stairs are neglected, and no pains arc 
taken to explain to guests where the 
stairs can be found in case of accident. 
Strangers come to a hotel; they are 
shot up to a certain floor in an ele- 
vater; from a sound sleep they are 
awakened by an alarm of fire; they 
rush to the elevator and find a columa 
of fire; they do not know where the 
stairs are; by this time the building 
is filled with the screams of frantic 
men and women; utter confusion and 
panic follow and in a little while all 
are lost. Every State should make 
the most stringent laws regarding 
every public building, and when the 
State neglects the duty, each city 
should see to it that no unsafe public 
house should ever get a license, and 
that no more unsafe houses shall ever 
be built. 


OUR WASTE LAND. 


Our State industries are practically 
paralyzed at this time and a trail lead- 
ing from dull times to prosperity is 
being eagerly sought after. All branch - 
es of our State government are receiv- 
ing attention with a view of stopping 
all unnecessary expenses, and how to 
make times better is a problem which 
seemé hard to solve. If the Legisla- 
ture now in session cculd pass some 
law whereby the thousands of acres of 
desert land now lying idle and unpro- 
ductive could be cultivated, our State 
vaults would soon be replenished and 
our people prosperous. Cannot some 
system of internal improvement be de- 
vised, immigration encouraged, and 
the barren waste land within our bor- 
ders watered and cultivated? The 
land is exceeding productive and only 
requires water to make it yield a 
handsome return. A c»mparatively 
small amount of money expended in 
this way would io a very short time 
increase the sale of State land as well 
as taxable property, give our State a 
stability she never has enjoyed and 
place us in the columa of agricultural | 
producers instead of consumers. Let 
some of our statesmen grapple the 
subject and devise some means of en- 
abling the State to assist in making 
our desert lands valuable.

He 
works alone, rarely going into pools 
or combinations and buys or sells 
through a number of brokers. At 
present, however, enough is known of 
his movements to make it safe tu say 
he is not a believer in high prices just 
at this time.

Lonpon, Jan. 14. 
Davitt appeared at Oldbam last eve- 
ning to deliver an address on Irish 
questions. When he commenced to 
speak he was howled down by an or- 
ganized gang, who attempted to storm 


the platform, but were repulsed with 
chairs by occupants of the platform.

He 
had traveled througbout England and 
Englishmen, although his enemies, 
had given him a hearing. What a 
spectacle tor English, he exclaimed, 
was afforded by these professors of 
blackguardism at the time when Ire- 
land was asking for a sale government.

SAD ACCIDENT. 


An Old Man Thrown From a Herse 
and Freszen to Death. 

Last Tuesday morning says the Bie- 

ber Tribune, Martin McGhan discov- 


ered the body of a man lying ina 
fence corner, five miles east of town. 


Heing covered with snow, nothing was 
discernible except the hair of his head 
sticking out of the snow. A number 
of citizens immediately went to where 
the body was lying, and ascertained 
it was an old resident, Robert Pow- 
ers. It appears that Mr. Powers left 
the ranch of his son-in-law on the 
motning of December 27th, riding a 
horse and driving a band of colts, 
which he was taking to his own ranch 
at the lower end of the valley. As he 
intended to return for another band 
in a few days, no uneasiness was 
caused by his absence—supposing that 
matters at the ranch had detained 
him. From the evidence given to the 
jury it appears that be was not seen 
from the morning of the 27th until 
found dead on the morning of January 
2d, but Mr. John M. Bassett, who 
lives at the lower end of the valley 
and was not present at the inquest, 
not knowing of the sad affair until 
he came to town, says he saw Mr. 
Powers in George ‘Thompson’s field, 
Friday, December 29th, chasing stock. 
From the evidence it was impossible 
for the jury to render a different ver- 
dict; but as one witness testified that 
the saddie was found with the cinch 
broken, twenty-five steps from where 
the body was found, it is a likely sup- 
position that be was thrown and 
dragged, as his head was bruised and : 

his right ankle swollen. He was prob. — — 
ably stunned by the fall, and, unable we ee, Site 
to walk, was frozen to death. Robert | — — 
Powers was a native of New York and 
at the time of his sad taking off was 
in bis seventy-third year. He came 
from lowa to this State 17 years 
ago; settled in Shasta county, where 
he lived seven years; then removed to 
Big Valley, where he has resided ever 
since. He is the father of eight chil-- 
dren, three of whom reside in Big 
Valley, viz: Lewis Powers of Powers’ 
ranch, the wife of J. F. McCrary, aod 
Mrs. C. D. Scranton of Bieber. 


MURDER AT TRUCKEE. 


A Chinese Fruit-peddier Found 
Dead and Partially Cremated. 
Ah Mun, a Chinaman who has ped- 

died fruit and vegetables at Truckee 

for twelve years past, was found in 
his house in Truckee’s Chinatown 
yesterday morning dead, and his body 


badly burnt. The supposition is that 
he was murdered and robbed, as it was 
known that he had considerable money 
in his ion.
